RouKht Attack a aalvatloa Armjr Maatlaf 
and ■ Fearful Battle WagM tor Twenty 

Minutes. 

Ha VAXNAii, Oa., April ;).— The Kah alien 
Army meeting hero to-iii;;ht was the nccno 
of a riot which imperiled tcores of lives. 
The army moots in Ford'a Hall and haa 
nightly attracted three or four hundred 
people. To-niglit an immense throng sur- 
rounded the building. Whilo the salva- 
tion tiand was playing the police appeared 
and arretted Ave members of tbe army 
who played the inslrumcuts. At tho 
barracks they refuted offera of bail aud 
said they would make a tett eaie. Three 
of Iho army who were not arrested an- 
noun, I'd to tho crowd thai they would con- 
duct tho meeting. The ball was quickly fill- 
ed to ltautmoat;capaeity,an tmnanally large 
sprinkling of rought being in the crowd. 
At nine o'clock, one of the roughs Insulted 
a lady tittiog near him. Her escort struck 
liim in the face. In an instant the roughs 
rose in a body and preeipiialcil a light. 
Home of the more respectable men present 
championed the cause of tbe lady'aprotMu- 
tor and forty or fifty men whore soon in- 
volved Ml a terrible frceforall fight. Many 
of the roughs were armed with cluba and 
chairs and other movable objects wer<» 
used with terrible effect. Hcveral pistols 
were fiourishod, but for some reason no 
shots were fired. There wat no policeman 
present, and the combatanU fought for 
twonly miniilen before a detail of bluo 
coats arrived ami cleareil llie ball. Two 
men suOorcd broken noses, several had 
teeth knocked out and twenty-llvc others 
were more or less seriously battered up. 
The hundred and fifty or more women 
present added to the confusion by scream- 
ing and rusliiuR about the ball seek- 
ing safety from the Hying missiles. Many 
of them buddled in terror on tbe stage. 
The acene of the light waa at the head of 
a narrow ttight of ttairt which farnithed 
the only exit from tho hall, and to eacape 
to tbe street necessitated charginK through 
the very thickest of the fray. Had tho 
stairway been accessible many lives 
would probably have been lost in tba 
panic-stricken ruth of women. The atti- 
tude of the police force towards the army 
docs not meet with popular approval.

0«a or Tbam LMtrtu That Be Wiu'D^Sd 
■ad Naartir Burled VMn Asn. 

"I had the greatest kind of a sur- 
prise a few days ago," said Colonel 
James Arinstioiig of this place, a vet- 
eran of the Mexican war. "and »ltlion<rh 
I was glad to have it it has rather 
broken the thread of my rcmiiiisci'iices 
of Ihe past forty \ear~. 

••Yon see I went t^i Mexico with the 
Second Ke^iiueiil of reuu-\ h iiiia miI- 
nnteers, l>einK a Lii titciiaiit in cmpaiiy 
K One of Ihe privates in llii' <'or.i|>:uiy 
was a voiiiig m:in named William K. 
Sliield^. lie was from ( Ji cimisImii ;:, too. 
On the inarch from Peiola to I'liebia 
Shields became very si<k. When wc 
re:iched Piiebia wo took possessiini of 
an old monastery) there, and used it as 
a hospital. When we put Shields in the 
hospital ho w.ts unconscious, and we all 
felt that it was only a matter of a few- 
days when we would have to bury him. 
Sure enough, one day the surgeon, a 
young chap from North Carolina, re- 
ported that Shields was dead. We Iai<l 
him out on a sort of ratafalipie on one 
of the monaster}' porelie.s, having jdaced 
the body in a collin. A detail w.os 
ordered to dig his grave and attend to 
the interment. We Inul plenty of time 
and could do such things decently just 
then. While poor .Shield's grave was 
being dug one of the old monks of tlu' 
monastery came to the collin, which 
wasn't dosed yet, ami began lo mum- 
ble pr:iycrs over the body. The monk 
was ill Ihe midille of his miimliliiie;. 
when .ill of a sudden he threw up Uis 
hands and exclaimed in Spanish: 

'••This man not dead!" 

"Of course we llioii;;lit thcpoornionk 
was crazy, but wi' couMii't ipilei his 
frantic prote.-lalions that we wci calmut 
to liurv a live man. and lii- appeal lo 
111' permitted to h.i\ e the l>od\ carried 
lo ills :iparlineMt so th:il lie i mild ex- 
periment on it were so <\iriicst that to 
satisfy the noisy oM elinp w>- hail the 
Ixiilv, codlii, and all c:inicd to the 
monk's room. We thought we'd let 
him satisfy himself that Shiehls was 
about as good a dead man as he had 
ever seen, and then fetch the body back 
and go on with the funeral. If ho 
hadu't happened to come along, though, 
just then. Shields would have bepn un- 
der ground within the next twenty 
minutes. 

"While the monk was experimenting 
with the body, the command receive<l 
orders to leave Puebla at once and 
march to the City of Mexico. In the 
hurry and bustle of preparing for the 
marcli we bad no time to think' about 
the funeral, and left Shields' body to be 
disposed of by the monks. The regi- 
mciit went to the Mexican capital, and, 
many and many a time after that won- 
dered how long those monks kept the 
corpse before they gave up and buried 
it. 

"Well, the other day I was in Kuhn's 
law olBce, when a hearty-looking old 
gentleman came in. 

" 'Ah, Colonel,' says Kuhn to me, 
'here's' another Mexican veteran. 
Colonel Armstrong,' says he. 'shake 
hands with Mr. Shields - William R. 
Shields, of Counellsville. He wsis in 
Mexico, too.' 

"The name rather startled me, but. 
of course, only for a moment. 

" 'Shields?' says I. 'I had a man in 
my company named William K. 
Shields,' says L 'Company E, Second 
Pennsylvania volunteers;' 

" 'I was the man,* saj's he. "That 
was my ri'giment and company. The 
Liuntenant'a name was Armstrong,' 
says ho. 

" 'Well,' s.iys I. coH'^iderably stag- 
gered, 'if you're tli,' William SliicMs 
that I mean, the last time 1 saw you 
you were ,le:id and in your coffin w;dl- 
ing to be buried, forty years ago this 
spring, at Puebla."' 

" 'I was very sick at Puchla,' says 
Mr. Shields, staggered consider!il)ly 
himself, 'bull have no reeolleeti.in of 
having been dead and coiliiied.' 

'"Ofeour.se not.' says I, 'but yon 
must liave he.ird alioiil it.' 

"'Never until now,' S(iys he. 

"Well, then, I've got a nice piece of 
news for you,' says I; 'but if any ■i!ie 
had told me forty years ago. as I ^t.i.ul 
looking at yon in your coOiii. after 
detailing men men to dig yoiii- gr;ive. 
that I would he telling you of it torday, 
I'm afraid I wouldn't have believed 
him.' 

"And I up and told the old gentle- 
man the story of his death and iiitia'- 
nipted funeral. He was as much sur- 
prised to hear it .as I was to see him 
alive and in the llesli. It seems he h.ad 
come to under the cire ;iiid docloi lii;; 
of till' monks, but they hadn't said a 
woiil to him :i1pi'IiI !iis liaviii;; liefii 
dead and in his c-uDin. or if they li;id hi' 
didn't know it, ;is they t:ilked cMily 
.Spaiiiili. Hy ili(! lime he was able to 
join hi~ rej:iiie lit Ihe City of Mexii-i, 
wa> taken and the war virtually ovit 
In llie general rejoii iiig his return w as 
never noticed i>articularly, and no one 
happened to mention it to him that he 
had been dead. So be was ignorant of 
how close he came to being buried that 
day in Puebla, for all these forty years, 
until I happened to meet him t,he other 
dayi and he has lived right over here in 
Connellsville, too, ever since he eame 
back from Mexico.— Orccnifcurj (Pa.)
